HOW TO USE FATTENING COOPS. 
Writing on this subject in the Weekly Irish 


Times, the Poultry Correspondent Says : 
During the first day of cooping no food should 


be given to the birds, but after this they 
Should be fed twice daily. The food is 
given in the trough, hung in front of the 
coop, and each time the trough should be 
removed when the fowls have eaten 
enough. The consistency of the food at 
the commencement of trough-feeding 
should not be too thick. It should at 
first be thin enough to pour out, but 
made a little thicker towards the end of 
the first week. The quantity of food 
should be gradually increased, until 
towards the end they may have as much 
as they will eat, but it is a mistake to 
over-feed at first ; they should be kept 
rather hungry. It is also important to be 
strictly punctual in the hours of feeding, 
as the fowls soon learn when to expect 
their food, and if they are kept waiting 
they will fret and lose condition. Perfect 
cleanliness and thorough ventilation are 
important.

THE 1930 AGRICULTURAL 
CENSUS. 


IS IT \’ORTH. WHILE? 


HE year 1930 promises to be significant 
Ey in world agriculture. The preparations 
begun five years ago, on the initiative 
of the International Institute of Agriculture, 
for the taking of a world census are nearing 
completion, and it is said the information 
sought will cover ‘97 per cent. of the land 
surface, 98 per cent. of the total population, 
and, approximately, 99 per cent. of the total 
agricultural production of the world,” It 
would be pleasant, but, we fear; futile, to 
hope that these percentages, as they advance 
towards the desired cent. per cent., might 
culminate in the statement, “ ‘lis. informa- 
tion guarantees the student a hundred per 
cent. veracity.” 

It may, indeed, be taken as certain that the 
figures, howeyer carefully collected, sifted, 
collated,’ and published, wil! contain an ad- 
mixture of error, and that not the strictest 
check by the servants—in the case of Ireland, 
we presume the Civic Guards and Ulster Con- 
‘tabulary—of the States. agreeing. to. contri 
bute to the results will be effective to “ cor- 
rect ” the material furnished by the farmers 
of the world. ' Indéed, if we are to wait until 
an education in absolute accuta¢y has brought 
farming accuracy, or any other kind of 
human evidence, up to the desivable “degree, 
it is safe to say that no further’ statistica’ 
data need be hoped íor in the life of the pre- 
sent generation. 


Accurate and Inaccurate Evidence. 
It will naturally oecur, thereíore, to the 
reader fo ask, aud to the farmer. who: will 
be interviewed in a few months to consider. 
the one. whether inaccurate -results- will: be 
worth the cost of collecting and publishing ; 
the other whether he need trouble to be .as 
nearly exact as he can, in giving information 
which some” neighbour he. knows—fot--to 
speak of unknown farmers in the Balkans. 
Bolivia or the Bahamas— may. be trusted to 
give inaccurately! “The second of these two 
questions is the easier to answer, It is the 
trustworthy witnéss,-the man whose descrip- 
tion of his acreage, cropping and stock may 
he relied-on, who will set the pace, establish 
the unit of comparison for his: area, put the 
vensus collector'on the track of getting truth. 
ful information for that countryside. 
The errors of the over-cautions, who, from 
a-misconceived sense of selfanterest, wish to 
appear worse off than they are, it has 
been found, roughly. balance up, the. errors 
of thescareless, who are over-generous’in ‘their 
estimates; but, to assure himself that the in 
formation he is filtering for his ‘Government 
is as nearly correct as may be. the cemsifs 
taker must have some standard‘ which ap- 
proximates very. nearly to actual fact. He 
finds it im the record of the -trustworthy 
witness. 


Are Inexact Figures Worthless? 
That is not to say, of course, that the 
ultimate results of this’ proposed inquisitios 
into the farming of the -whole globe is 
destined to five results which ‘are more thau 
approximately true. We can understand 
farmers supposing that the taxpayers’ mohev 
is ill spent in working out imperfect results. 
It would take, perhaps, an intimate acquaint 
ance with the science of statistics to dis 
abuse his mind of this natural’ prejudice. 
But it is true that trained statisticians can 
get valuable resulis from data which, they 
knew, remain inexact evén after they have 
made adequate provision for the degree of 
error which is normally present in enquiries 
like this. 

If the farmer should ask whether he wil! 
know better where he stands after the 1930 
census than he knows now; the answer is clear : 
in some respects, yes. Let us take a single 
example. The International Commission ‘of 
Agriculture (which the ‘reader should not 
confuse. with the International Institute of 
Agriculture--the former is a combination of 
States’ representatives, the latter of volun- 
tarily adhering national «associations of 
various kinds) published lately the results of 
an enquiry into the general position of -agri- 
culture in the principal European countries, 
parts of Africa, and virtually all North 
America. 

They found, as one would suppose, that 
within the limits of their information 
(that furnished by the Irish Free State, by 
the way, was inevitably incomplete), the cost- 
of-living figures point to agriculture as having 
suffered undue depression on the whole as 
compared with industry. But it will be 
noticed that Asia, even British India, South 
America and Australasia are not included. 
The. results: are useful: The governments 
of civilisation are put on their defences by 
such evidence of agricultural neglect. But 
how much more useful would they le if every 
Continent. were considered? ‘It is calculated 
that agriculture in the. vast countries in- 
vestigated sold its products for 28 per cent. 
above war prices in 1925-6, but’ paid 42 per 
cent, more in costs of production ; and it is 
known that domestic costs of living increased 
by..79 per cent. But the omitted territory 
leaves the problem incompletely. examined. - 


Gaps in Our Knowledge and Leaps in 
the Dark. 


In our time agriculture, in the main. has 
ceased to be a national avoeatión. In‘ spite 
of tariffs, it is dominated by world condi- 
tions. It is only. then, by world conditions it 
can be tested. The 1930 census, which. is to 
he continued after each ten years for the 
future, is a genuine attempt to put: all the 
necessary facts within the reach of the States 
and their organisations of farmers throughout 
the world. We noted on this page last week 
certain facts. relevant to the . ascertained 
s'tuation and the probable future of the Irish 
pig industry. Those facts are but a part of 
the whole story, which jt would be to the 
interests of the intelligent farnier.to consider 
Not all the facts are known to-day., The pig 
and bacon industry does not stand alone. Tt 
is influenced, and may at times be dominated 
Ly the world’s supply. of other live stock 
and live ‘stock. products, which in their turn 
are influenced or dominated by..the situation 
in respect of the primcipal cereals. 

These things are not fully within the ken 
of even the most intelligent and well-)n- 
formed observers. But it is only. through 
their study, carried out on his behalf by those 
in the Press or in the Departments of Agri: 
culture, or in his various farming assovtaticns, 
who start his thinking for him, that ‘the 
average farmer can view his businéss as some- 
thing other than a series of leaps. in the dark.

Feeding. 

The feeding: should be given at, regular 
hours, and should be suitable for the laying 
hen—i.e., it shouid coutain the various con- 
stituents required to form an egg. 

Anima! foed is very important, and is best 
supplied by the addition of fish meal, meat 
meal, blood or bone, meal to the mash. The 
proportion is one part of fish or the other 
meals mentioned to 10 parts of mixed meals, 
‘by weight. The mixed meals may consist of 
maize meal, bran, pollard, Sussex ground oats 
or broken wheat. 

Give a feed of grain, oats, wheat or kibbled 
maize, either mixed or separate in turn, first 
thing every morning. Shake the grains m 
the litter,-so as to provide exercise for the 
birds., In the afternoon cooked vegetables. 
together with any house scraps. made into a 
warm mash with the meals and fish meal, are 
excellent... The mash should be in a crumbly, 
meist state—not stodgy. 

In the evening grain again, or, instead of 
grain, cooked cracked maize given in the 
tyough will be a splendid stand-by for the 
night. _The above is a method of feeding 
much recommended, and is, perhaps, the most 
economical for the average person. 


Housing. 


The poultry house should he kept spotlessly 
cléan, droppings being removed each morning 
and the litter shaken up, any which is damp 
or soiled being removed. 

Peat moss, straw, or wheaten chaff make 
excellent Jitter. The house should be weather 
proof, having plenty of sunlicht, facing south 
if-possible, and proper ventilation, and should 
bé large enough for the number of birds it 
contains. All fittings. should be movable, so 
as to lacititate thorough cleaning, and the 
inside walls should be lime-washed. 


Age of Birds. 

of profit from eggs, keep only young birds 
in the laying pen. Pullets from five or six 
months and hens in their second season 
should be the only occupants. No hen that is 
past her second laying season should be kept 
in if. She may, of course, be transferred to 
the breeding pen. 

It is far better to dispose of this surplus 
stock bv marketing, cooking. or reducing fo 
broth than to retain them a third year in the 
hone of getting a good egg yield from them. 

The eggs produced in the winter season by 
hens. of this age will not, as a general rule. 
pay for their keep, and so the space they 
occupy should be given to young and more 
profitable birds. This is.a point, that cannot 
be too much: stressed, as some people year 
after year will go on keeping the same birds 
until they die of exhaustion and old age. 


Don't Overcrowd. 

Ktemember, never overcrowd the birds: a 
small flock kept under proper conditions will 
give infinitely better resulis than a large 
fieck ansufficientiy accommodated. 

Supply plenty of creen foods it is essential 
to the health of the birds. Raw cabbage 
should be given every day, as also should 
plenty of fresh, clean water, without which 
there can be no eggs. Grit and shell should 
always be in reach, and all these things pro 
vided, with a little care in management. anv 
body should reav the reward in fall es

HOME-GROWN FOODS AND 
VITAMIN B.

Mr. J. B. Wade, Carrowmore, Ballinasloe, 
writes to say that “ science may yet prove 
that some of our antiquated and unscienti- 
fically organised farmers are producing more 
valuable. foodstuffs and manures than any 
that yet have come from chemists’ night- 
mares.” 

He bases these remarks on the result of ay 
experiment reported in Nature by Mr. M. J. 
Rowlands. Mr. Rowlands dressed part of a 
grassfield with 20 loads per acre of dung from 
animals to which food containing a high con 
tent of vitamin B had been given. The other 
part of the field was dressed with basic slag 
10 cwt., kainit ó cwt., and stlphate oí 
ammonia 1 ewt,.per acre. In July last the 
grass was cut by hand, and the seeds, kept 
separate, were threshed out and fed to rats. 
The rats receiving the dunged seeds grew 


better than the artificially manured grass 
seed lot, a result which Mr. Rowlands attri- 
butes -to the presence of vitamin B in the 


dunged grass seed 

Mr. Wade suggests that this matter should 
La investigated, and that grain of low vitamin 
content should be excluded from the country, 
or sold only with a certificate of origin set 
ting. out its deficiencies.

latest total, 1,579,000 were cows which com- 
pares with 1,541,000 in July, 1928.

The latest figure is only 115,000 less than the 
recotd total returned in 1927, and nearly

Ireland’s Position. 

That more meat 1s being consumed “in 
Great Britain is clear frem the fact thut in 
the four years. ended 1926-27 the. annual 
slaughter averaged 1} million, there being 
practically no change from year to year. In 
1927-28, however, slaughterings rose by abont 
120,000--with a further, ‘although decidedly 
less pronounced, increase in 1928-29. The 
excess slaughterings have occurred in England 
and Wales, the Scottish output “im the past 
two seasons having been below the average. 
As the increase in slaughterings in 1927-26 
was not due to specially large importations 
of Trish stores, it follows that it was effected 
from home-bred animals, and in that year 
the herds in England and Wales were. re- 
duced hy 249,000, or if calves are excladed, 
by 170,000. In the following year, however, 
there were heavy imports of. stores, which 
numbered, 596,000 against 405,000 in 1927-22 
and 468,000 in 1926-27, but even so the herds 
in England and Wales were reduced by a 
further 53,000 (apart. from .a. decrease of 
nearly 18,000 in calves). 

As regards the current season, it: is per 
haps worthy of mention that if the herds are 
maintained at the present Jevel, an output in 
1929:30 of home-bred animals numbering ap- 
proximately 1,280,000 is. indicated; ‘se-that tw 
to secure 4 total output at the figure of 
some 1,900,000 reached in 1928-29 would 
require the slaughter of 620,000. imported 
Irish stores, which would be even higher than 


the average imports,. It is clear; therefore, 
that the home production of beef in 1929-30 
will not reach the 1928-29 level unless the 
British herds are further reduced, or more 
imported Jrish stores are available for 
slaughter.

DISPUTED BELFAST WILL. 


In a probate action which was 
heard in the King’s Bench, Belfast, ‘on 
the direction of Mr. Justiee Brown, the 
jury found for the will. The Judge said 


that it was a case where it was quite clear 
that the testator s wishes, had been carried 
out. He refused costs, ordering that. the 
defendant pay the plaintiff's costs. The 
Judge added that he regarded the cuse as 
little better than blackmail. 

The Rev, W, 4. Davey, Congregational 
minister, Limestone road, Belfast, sought, as 
executor, to establish the last will of Wilham 
John McMahon, deceased, brewery manager, 
late of ** Movard,” Cregagh road, Belfast. 
Against this, John Johnston, labourer,. Hunt 
street, Belfast, entered a caveat on’ the 
grounds that the deceased man was not. of 
sound memory and understanding. at. the 
time the will was made, and did not know 
or approve of the contents of the will. 

Mr, T. J. Campbell; K.C., for plaintiff, 
said that the action was brought by the 
executor to establish “the will ef a Belfast 
business man. the late Mr... Willtam J. 
McMahon, who was local manager for the 
well-known Edinburgh brewers, Messrs. 
Younger. The. will was made. on May 27 
last, and the testator died on May 28 (the 
next day) from heart trouble. Some short 
time before his death deceased man went to 
Port Ballintrae. He had a brother, named 
Henry, who had a hairdressing. establish- 
ment at Duncairn Gardens, and who, before 
his death, had expressed a desire to leave 
what estate he had to Miss. McFadden, the 
housekeeper to both deceased man and his 
brother. 

The deceased man conveyed. that wish to 
Mr. Davey, and told him ‘that he wished: any 
benefit he had received from his - brother's 
estate should go to his housekeeper, Miss 
McFadden. . The Rev. Mr. Davey said that. 
in that casé a will should be made. 

On the day before his death Mr, McMahon 
sent for the Rev: Mr. Davey, and asked him 
to make the will. The will was made, ap- 
pointing the. plaintiff executor, and. leaving 
‘all my earthly ~ possessions". to’ Miss 
McFadden, his housekeeper. The plaintiff, 
was perfectly disinterested in the matter, as 
he did not. benefit-one halfpenny by. the. will, 
He would tell them that. the deceased tan 
was perfectly normal im mind, but was so 
weak bodily that he had to make his. mark 
to the will. The defendant, who.had iodgeú 
a caveat against.the will, .was a first cousin 
of the deceased mam. It was & Small estate, 
and it was a pity. any part of it should be 
wasted in Jitigation. The estate amounted 
to about £1,200, and a good deal of that

Evidence having been given, the Judge 
directed the yory to find far the “will, as 
stated.

traveller, in respect of the sale of a motor 
car, which was me to have been pur- 
chased by the defendant on the representa- 
tion of having been a 1924 model, but proved 
to be oí an inferior type. The ground of the 
appeal was that the decree was made against the 
weight of evidence, and the giving of a 
warranty by the plaintiff was denied in sup- 


(instructed by Mr. L. O'Dea), appeared for 
the defendant anda lant, said that thie 
car was a Second-liand car. and the action 
was for damages for a breach of warranty in 
its sale during 1928. A decree for the amount 
against which the appeal was taken was 
given, but, though notice of an appeal had 
been given, the piaintiff lodged the decree 
with the Sheriff, and the defendant had to 
come into that court and get a stay of cxecu- 
tion. The motor car, said counsel, was no 
use, and had come to this country in 1922. 
Tt was bought for £615 by Mr. McCarthy, 
Go. Meath, who ran 19,000 miles upon it. 
He got a new car, and the old car was sold 
in 1926 to the plaintiff for £90, and he ran 
14,000 miles upon it. That showed that the 
ear had eovered over 35,000 miles up to tho 
time of its sale to the defendant at Kil- 
connell, Co. Galway, in July, 1928, after it 
had been reconditioned. The plaintiff at that 
time said he had been offered £100 for the 
car by Mr. Callanan, a motof salesman. 

Counsel, in reply to a question by the 
Court, said that the plaintiff offered to tak» 
back ihe car, and wanted to get the money 
also. He added that the big end of the 
engine had been burned, and the plaintiff 
then declined to take it. back. The sale had 
taken plave in Kilconnell, where the defend- 
ant lived, and the conversation passed in 
relation to the warranty while the plaintiff 
wis pursuing his business of a commercial 
traveller. , 

Mr. W. L. Sainsbury (instructed By Messrs. 
Gerald Byrne and Co.) appeared for the 
plaintiff. and respondent, on whose behalf 
he contended that there had been no war- 
ranty given, and that the car had been taken 
by the defendant upon his own skill and 
judgment. He urged that the decree should. 
in the circumstances, stand. 

Mr. Justice Meredith expressed ‘a 
that Mr. Sainsbury would confine himself to 
the amount of damage for which the defen. 
dant had been decreed. 

Mr. Leonard said that if the sum awarded 
had not been so large the Court would not 
be troubled at all with the case. He thought 
the utmost given, if any, should be £10. 

Mr. Justice Johnston said that in a case 
of this nature there should have been plead- 
ings, and the sooner solicitors in the countrv 
got to know that fact the better. It was, in 
his opinion, a case in which pleadings should 
have been drafted by -counsel. 

Mr. Justice Meredith concurred. 

Mr. Sainsbury argued that, by reason of 
his statement and representation, the defen- 
dant was the author of his own misfortune, 
and in that way had got £85, the property 
of the plaintiff, for the recovery of which he 
brought those proceedings. Counsel asked 
that the decree of the Judge would be con- 
firmed, and that the plaintiff would be given 
back his £85. In that event the defendant 
could take back his car,

Mr. Justice Meredith, in affirming the de- 
cree of the Circuit Judge, and varying the 
amount of the damages from £85 to £25, 
remarked that the Circuit Judge was right 
in holding that there had been a warranty, 
but there was no justification for him in 
awarding £865 to the plaintiff, as that was 
the whole price paid for the car. The evi- 
dence showed that £60 would have been a 
lair estimate, and in the circumstances the 
amount of the decree should be reduced to 
£25, with costs, in the present instance, to 
the defendant, as he had been successful in 
his appeal, and he could set them off as 
against the costs in the other Court if that 
course were thought desirable. 

Mr. Justice Johnston concurred, and re- 
peated that in a case of this kind it was 
absolutely necessary that solicitors in the 
country would understand that the way in 
which it was brought into Court and the kind 
of pleadings by which it should be accom- 
panied were matters of the utmost import- 
ance. Warranty was the sole cause of the 
action in which reliance was placed in this 
case, but while on that point the Circuit 
Judge tried it very fairly, indeed, he went 
wrong in measuring the damages, having 
apparently forgotten in doing so that the 
oil cause oí the action was breach of war- 
here were cases in which the whole 
price oí the chattel was the measure 
of the damage, but the _ circumstances 
in this case did not warrant that 
course. The ntmost sum that could be 
allowed was £25, which was the high-water 
mark of -what the plaintiff could recover, 
in view of the fact of what was stated, that 
the value. of the car was £60 The defendant. 
in all the circumstances, should get the

APPEAL IN TRESPASS ACTION. 


(BEFORE THE CHIEF JUSTICE, MR. JUSTICE 
FITZGIBBON AND MR. JUSTICE 
MURNAGHAN.) 


The hearing was continued of the appeal 
by the defendants in the:case of Kingston 
v, Layden and another from a judgment and 
order of Mr, Justice Johnston, dated 4th 
July last. in favour of the plaintiff, with 
reference t6 a ‘‘consent’’ to settlement 
between the parties to the action and the 
report and findings of the arbitrator, Mr. 
Arthur Hassan, an expert mining engineer, 
now deceased, to whom the matter had been 
referred by consent of the parties. 

The original action was brought by the 
Earl of Kingston, Kilronan Castle, Keadue, 
Carrick-on-Shannon, and the Arigna Mining 
Company, Mohill, Co. Leitrim, against the 
defendants, the owners of an adjoining coal 
mine, for alleged trespass and surreptitious 
removal of coal; and the defendants counter. 
claimed for damages for similar acts on the 
part of the plaintiffs. It was virtually 
admitted that the trespass and removal of 
coal on both sides was due to a misunder- 
standing or mistake with regard to the 
boundaries between the two mines. 

The arbitrator had awarded the plaintiffs 
£2,424 13s. 6d, in respect of their claim, and 
sought to recover that amount from the 
defendants, who pleaded the Statute of 
Limitations in their defence. 

When the pleadings had closed, and 
an order for discovery had been made, 
Mr. Justice Johnston refused an apphi- 
cation to have the questions of law arising 
on the pleadings determined ; but, on applica. 
tion, the Supreme Court made an order 
directing to have them decided by the judge 
in the court below. The questions were 
(1) Whether upon the true construction of 
the ‘‘consent,’” dated 2d September, 1925, 
on the pleadings mentioned, the report of 
Mr. A. Hassan, dated February 25th, 1926, 
and the findings thereon, were binding upon 
the parties; and (2) whether the plaintiffs 
had a good defence to the defendants’ 
counter-claim by reason of the Statute of 
Limitations. 

TRIAL JUDGE'S FINDING. 

Mr. Justice Johnston, in his judgment, 
had stated that it was alleged by the de- 
fendants—and this was really the main 
ground of their defence—that this award 
was not final and conclusive; that it was 
not in accordance with the terms of referenco 
to the surveyor (or arbitrator), and that it 
did not clearly: define the rights and 
liabilities of the parties. Jf that was the 
result of it, it must, he said, be jettisoned. 
The questions of.law that had been reserved 
for the Court could be very simply and 
briefly disposed of. ‘The trespass by the 
defendants took place in 1913, 1914 and 1916; 
and any claim for sponges for the defend. 
Mant had been absolute y hatred by the 
Statute long before the submission to arbitra: 
tion had been entered into in 1924. The only 
way in which the defendants could hope for 
the operation of the Statute was by showing 
the existence of fraud, but there was nothing 
to show that the arbitrator did not find that 


there was anything furtive or wilful in the

INFANTICIDE CHARGE FAILS. 


(BEFORE MR. JUSTICE HANNA.) 

Ellen Mullally pleaded “ not guilty” to 
an indictment charging her with the murder 
of her unnamed infant child at Carrick, 
County Cavan, on July 20 last.

From the statement by Mr. Rice, it would 
appear that the accused girl had been em- 
ployed as a servant in the house of a farmer, 
Philip Lynch; that on the date in question 
she gave birth to an infant, whose body was 
immediately afterwards found dead in a box 
under her bed. 

The medical evidence showed that the 
child had been born alive and that its death 
was caused by want of attention at birth.

THE FINES. 


When the case was resumed yesterday, 
Mr. Quirke, one of the defendants, who 
had been examined for the plaintiff at the 
previous hearing, was further examined by 
Mr. Dickie. The witness stated that Mr. 
Carbury, another member of the Club, had 
offended against, the rules of the Club on fiv: 
occasions by entering dogs in classes for 
which they were not eligible, and that the 
highest, fine inflicted on him was twelve 
shillings and sixpence. This was the highest 
fine ever inflicted, with the exception of the

CHARGE.

BOY’S APPEAL SUCCEEDS. 
(BEFORE JUDGE ROCHE.) 

The Judge granted the appeal and quashed 
the conviction in the case in which James 
Kavanagh (17). of 144 James’s street, 
Dublin, appealed against a conviction of Mr. 
E. A. Collins, District Justice, sentencing 
him to fourteen days’ imprisonment for 
stealing apples from an orchard at Windmill 
lane, Crumlin, on September 8 last. Mr. 
Collins also had ordered Kavanagh to pay 
4s. 6d. compensation to the owner of the 
orchard. 

Mr. Felix Sherry (instructed by Mr. J. 
Vincent Brady) appeared for the appellant, 
and Mr. Clarke (of the Chief State Solicitor’s 
Office) represented the respondents, the 
State. 

Guard Patrick McDonald, 124E, gave 
evidence that he found the boy in the 
orchard at Windmill lane, alony with another 
boy. The defendant had apples in his pos- 
session, and witness brought the two boys 
to the owner of the orchard and _ subse- 
quently charged the accused boy with being 
found on enclosed premises for an unlawful 
act, with stealing and being in ulegal pos- 
session of twelve apples, and with maliciously 
damaging an apple tree to the amount of 
2s. 6d. 

The appellant, examined by Mr. Sherry, 
in support of the appeal, said that on the 
date in question he had heen out walking 
with a friend. He first sent his friend to 
the orchard to buy apples. The friend came 
back and said that the apples were not for 
sale. They then continued on their walk 
and came back to the orchard again. Wit- 
ness was tempted by the apples and got. into 
the orchard to take some, when the Guard 
came and caught them. Witness had some 
apples when he was caught. He was never 
in trouble before and was an apprentice in 
the coach-making trade, 

In giving his decision, the Judge said tliat 
it’ was an unfortunate circumstance, whether 
due to ignorance or not, lie conld not say, 
that boys considered that an orchard by the 
side of the public road was a proper subject 
for invasion. It seemed to be a special 
failing of the youth of this country, which 
should be curbed. In the present case, 
however, he did not agree with the sentence 
imposed. He did not think it right to send 
a young boy to prison for an offence of this 
kind, especially when it was a first offence. 
It was a harmful thing to send a young boy 
to jail, and perhaps start him on a life of 
crime. He would not affirm the conviction, 
but would deal with the case under the 
Probation of Offenders Act and let the bos 
out on his father’s bail on his undertaking 
to pay the owner £2 compensation and to 
be of good behaviour.

MILK: PROSECUTION, 


FINE OF £1 IMPOSED. 


i (BEFORE MR. COLLINS.) 

Michael Cashman, 33 Ranelagh road, was 
summoned by the Rathmines Urban Counc! 
for having, on October 9 last, sold milk 
which, on analysis, was found to have been 
deprived of 334 per cent. of its fats. 

Mr. Russell, solicitor for the Council, ex- 
plained that the premises at which the milk 
was bought by the Ranelagh road dépét of 
the Lucan Dairy, and Mr. Cashman was the 
registered owner under the Dairies and Cow- 
sheds Order. 


Miss Hayes, Inspector, stated that she pur- | 


chased the milk, which was half of a bottle, 
the other portion having been sold previously. 
Mr. E. H. Burne, who defended, said that 
the cause of the milk being deficient in fats 
was because the bottle had been opened, and 
the top portion of the milk, which contained 
most of the fats, sold to the first customer.

Mr Burne—Gross perhaps, but you do not 
take into account the magnificent plant and 
the expense of the process the milk has to go 
through before it is distributed to our cus- 
tomers, 

The Justice—Cows to give the-poor people 
proper milk is the only sort of machinery I 
am interested in. This milk coming up a 
long distance from the country is a great 
menace, because there have been prosecutions 
here for adulteration by preservatives. Worse 
things can be put in milk than water, 

Mr. Burne said that his clients, to obviate 
such a thing happening again, would send 
milk to their dépéts loose in cans, so that it 
could be stirred before it was sold to cus- 
tomers desiring less quantity than was con- 
tained in a bottle.

© —of Jlapis-lazuli, carnelian and 
crystal, roughly cut and of no particular 
chatm, and, as we count such things now- 
a-days, of no intrinsic value. Yet their 
interest is very great. They came from-a 
necklet such as would have been worn by 
a woman of the humble class who lived so 
many thousand years ago that we almost 
decline to accept their antiquity ; but we 
know whence they come and we know, too, 
the age which gave them birth. When we 
are in possession of these two data—the 
** pFovenance,”’’ as it is called, and the 
period—we can handle them as historical. 
A flint implement is of little interest until 
we know whether it was chipped by the 
hand of a palewolithic or a neolithic man. 
A pottery vase is ot little value unless we 
can say that an Egyptian pre-dynast or 
a Greco-Roman artist had moulded it. 


These little beads were found in one of! 


the*earliest graves in the cemetery outside 
the walls of one of the great cities of 
antiquity—the City of Ur, in which, 
many years subsequently, the patriarch 
Abraham lived. It can he asserted with 
some confidence that they were made 3,500 
years before the Christian Era. They ar 
neither Babylonian nor Assyrian, as th 
hand that wrought 
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ancient peoples had 
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counted them 
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long before these 
become 
livers.

ceneral reader. Now it is 
provably the most important 
history and handicrafts ever 
revealed by the spade of the 
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approximately. The dynasties, of which 
there were three, closed their careers some 
2,170 years before the Christian Era, and 
it has been estimated that Abraham 
dwelt in this rebuilt city about 1,940 B.C. 
Mr. Woolley, howeyer, by his recent 
excavations, has pushed back the story of 
the rulers of Ur to 3,500 B.C., which is 
earlier by about one hundred years than 
the first Egyptian dynasty ; and this date 
finds us over 1,500 years behind the days 
of Abraham. It is this pre-dynastic 
period, if we may so call it, of 400 years 
that Mr. Woolley has revealed to us. The 
implications .of his discovery are 
arresting. To the Sumerians the ancient 
Egyptian was largely a debtor, and by 
him this acquired knowledge was passed 
on to Europe. The Sumerians were the 
first to employ the arch, the dome and the 
vault in their buildings. In many ways 
the plastic arts and crafts have been 
affected by theirs, and it is said that 
military organisation owes its origin to 
them. Their system of numerals, on a 
basis of gixty, lias given to us our divi- 
sions of hours and minntes, and their unit 
of weight was the pound. 


CEREMONIAL SLAUGHTER. 


Still more important, the ethical and 
lecal codes of the Sumerians have left a 
deep impression on the thought and 
practice of other nations. The first to 
adopt them were the Babylonians, one of 
kings, Hammurabi—in whose time 
am lived—based his remarkable code 
on a Sumerian. foundation.

Now the incident of the Sumerian Flood 
has been confirmed.

Woolley adds, “is absolutely clean, 
homogeneous and not stratified; so must 
have been deposited all at one time.” The 
deduction is obvious. We are in posses- 
sion of indubitable evidence of that 
disaster which has so strangely moved the 
men of all ages, and, in magnitude, has 
not been repeated in the Land of the Two 
Rivers. Nor is that all. Beneath this 
eight-foot stratum signs of human habita- 
tion have been found in the form of flint 
flak pottery fragments and burned 
bricks.

Even the 
hens have gone on strike, and the break- 
fast egg is a rare and expensive 
commodity. A friend of mine who keeps 
poultry advances the theory that hens 
do not lay with their accustomed 
regularity during this period because 
there is not enough daylight. She 
claims to have achieved. successful 
results by keeping a lighted oil lamp in 
her fowl-houge, and states that, where 
poultry farming is carried out on a larze 
scale, the hen-coops are lit by electricity 
during the winter months. I am less 
surprised at the foolish birds being 
deluded thus than at the ingenuity that 
turns thetr innocence to profit, because I 
have seen them hypnotised by a chalk line. 
If a hen is laid with her head down on a 
black surface, and a white line drawn 
directly in continuatien of the beak, the 
hen will remain motionless in the same 
position until she is lifted. I do not know 
the exact scientific reason for this 
phenomenon, hut 1 have heard the sug- 
yestion made that the hen thinks she is 
tied. 

A scrap of conversation overheard in a 
‘bus, however, gave me another sidelight 
on the intelligence of hens. Two rather 
acidulous women were discussing some 
information, apparent!y derived from an 
absent friend, when one of them 
remarked: ‘*‘ And where did she hear 
that?” ‘How do I know where she 
heard it?” said the other; “sure, that 
one has a head like a hen, she could 
pick up anything.” 


An Trish Scholar. 


A correspondent writes:—Mention in 
the Press of the Governor-General’s visit 
to Galway Gaelic Theatre brings to mind 
the memory of the late Professor Tom 
O’Kelly, of Galway University College, 
who was the author of the Irish play, 
‘The Harvest,” produced before His 
Excelléncy. Father Tom O’Kelly was 
Professor of Education in Galway College. 
In very truth an O'Kelly of “ Hy- 
maine,’’ he wrote, with great fertility, 
poetry, newspaper articles, books, plays, 
and an opera or two, all in Gaelic, and 
the offering of his deep love for the 
language to whose rescue and enthrone- 
ment he devoted the intellectual resources 
of his gifted and active life. It is sad 
that Father O’Kelly should not have lived 
to see his play produced under such 
auspices in the Galway which he loved ; it 
is, perhaps, sadder still to think on his 
lonely death at Nice a few years back, 
where he contracted pneumonia while on 
a holiday. Buried as an unknown, he 
was subsequently identified, disinterred, 
and reburied in Cockade Cemetery, Nice, 
where his grave is marked by a Celtic 
cross. It is interesting to note that among 
his effects, which fortunately were taken 
possession of by the British Consul at 
Nice, was a bulky manuscript, described 
by the officials as ‘‘ A book in an unknown 
ianguage.’’ It was sent home by the Consul 
and proved to be the MS. of a valuable 
Gaelic compilation, ““The Music of the 
Isles,” which is now in the press of the 
National Manuscripts Commission § in 
Hume street. Father O’Kelly was the first 
librettist of an Irish opera, ttz— 
“Kithne,” and of ‘‘Srut na maoile,”’ 
which was produced at the Dublin Theatre 
Royal a few years ago. He also wrote 
variously in collaboration with Mr. W. B. 
Yeats. Mr. Perceval Graves, Professor 
Robert O’ Dwyer and others. 


Time's fronies. 


To have lived always in the shadow of 
a debtor’s prison, and to have died owing 
about £2,000 was the fate of Oliver Gold- 
smith.

Within the past 
few months less than 
half-a-dozen manu- 
scripts and letters of Goldsmith have been 
sold in London for nearly £20,000. Last 
week one manuscript was sold for £4,000, 
and this week forty-two lines, one-and-a- 
half pages, of manuscript were sold at 
Sotheby’s for £2,700, or over £64 a line. 
Nearly all of these manuscripts have been 
purchased by Americans, Mr. Gabriel 
Wells, the famous New York bookseller, 
being the latest purchaser. At the same 
sale a letter from Boswell to Bishop 
Percy, which had a reference to Dr. 
Johnson, was sold for the enormous price 
of £620. 

The Goldsmith manuscript which Mr. 
Wells bought this week is the prologue 
written by Goldsmith for Cradock’s first 
play, ‘‘ Zobeide,’? in 1762. This, which 
poor Goldsmith gave for nothing, 1s now 
valued by collectors, in America anyway, 
at £2.700. What a lot such a sum would 
have done for Goldsmith! 


fEneid, Book Six. 


At a moment when the memory of 
Vergil is resurgent the world over, it seems 
appropriate to suggest that a new line of 
investigation into the Mantuan's sources 
for the famous Sixth Book might prove 
fertile. It is generally assumed that the 
labours of Hercules are an importation 
and adaptation of those of the Oriental 
Izdubar, and it looks as though A®neas 
had borrowed something there, too; for, 
among other adventures, Izdubar finds it 
necesary to consult the shade of his father 
about the future and passes through a 
deep forest where the way is guarded by 
two maidens who agree to help him. He 
comes to a stream which must be crossed, 
and is ferried over by Urubel, a psycho- 
pompos, and comes at last to read his 
destiny at his father’s lips. The forest 
and maidens suggest the Golden Bough 
and the Sybil; old Charon is recognisable 
at once, and the prophetic soul of 
Anchises. It is interesting to observe how 
the first Celtic man of letters whose work 
survives for us, sets this forest note which 
is the kernel of the whole body of Celtic 
legend enshrined in the Arthurian cycle. 
His forest with Broceliande and Arden 
are the haunt of the greatest of our 
heroes; and the mystery and immemorial 
eld of the woods make us readily 
appreciate how it came about that the 
wisdom of Zeus was uttered by the leaves 
of Dodona.

This weakness in the Ulster drama is al! 
the more curious when we know how rich 
in character and dramatic wealth Belfast 
itself is. This material has been very 
capably handied in verse of a high order 
by Mr. R. V. Williams, the Belfast linen 
merchant, whose poems and plays, written 
over the pseudonym of “ Richard 
Rowley.’’ are justly admired by lovers of 
the beautiful. Mr. Williams, who is a 
hig inflvence in the new drama movement 
in Ulster, said some time ago that in 
Belfast there must be “ niany capable of 
producing a real moving drama, whicn 
will express the lite of our city as it 
exists to-day, and the life of the city as it 
may be heightened and ennobled m the 
future.”’ It is certatniy remarkable that 
Belfast has not yet produced even minor 
dramatists of citv life, as the Abbey 
Theatre has done in Dublin.

The practice of tattooing among seafaring | 
I saw 


men seems to be as popular as ever. 
a sailor the other day—writes a corre- 
spondent—whose arms were so extensively 
decorated with strange designs that hardly 
any of his original colouring remained to 
be seen. Every seaport town has professors 
of the art, who are ready to provide any 
kind of device required. Sailors are not 
usually supposed to be shining examples 
of constancy, but some go so far as to have 
portraits of their sweethearts etched on 
their person by this method. This is to 
burn one’s boats with a vengeance; for, 
should it become necessary at any time to 
be off with the old love and on with the 
new, it is much easier said than done. 

Tattooing is common among criminals, 
though why they should adopt what is 
likely to be a ready means of identification 
is not easy to understand. In the famous 
Tichborne case the absence of tattooed 
marks upon the claimant, which 
known to have been on the body of Roger 
Tichborne, was a point of much 
importance. It is related that a notorious 
French criminal had a mark tattooed 
around his neck. with the words ‘‘ Cut 
here,’’ as a direction for the operator of 
the guillotine. In ths course of time—and 
justice—the executioner followed the 
instruction. 


“ The Silver Tassie.”’ 


I see that it is announced that ‘* The 
Silver Tassie ’’ is to be withdrawn from 
the Apollo Theatre on the 7th December. As 
it was first staged there only on the llth 
of October, its run in London will have 
been less than two months. The most 
contradictory reports have reached me 
that the theatre was packed, while others 
reported that numerous vacant seats were 
visible, and no difficulty was experienced 
in securing seats even at the last moment. 

Of the play itself, too, I have heard 
many different verdicts. A very “great 
play some averred, while others were quite 
definitely of the opinion that the Abbey 
directors did well to reject it. ‘The 
London critics diftered so widely in their 
criticisms that little could be extracted 
from them, but at least one of them 
stated that the play was “ pretentious,” 
and entered protest against “” the chanted 
blasphemies '" of the famous second act. 
lt is said that Mr. Cochrane will take the 
entire London production to New York 
early in the new year. 

Meantime, the play has already been 
staged in New York by the Irish Theatre, 
which now occupies the famous Greenwich 
Village Theatre, and it has not had a good 
reception from the Pregs. A “ per- 
formance mumbled incoherently into the 
scenery,’ “ thick-tongued speaking of a 
brogue that eludes the ears even of those 
who are familiar with it,” are two of the 
expressions used about the performan-e. 
“ Excepting a few moments when the 
gusty bravaao of O’Casey’s personality 
comes to the surface, the performance of 
‘The Silver Tassie’ is only a shade more 
articulate than the text published last 
year by Maemillans,” is the considered 
opinion of J. Brooks Atkinson in The 
New York Times.

_ THE NATIONS’ CuP. 

The Nations’ Cup was the most coveted 
trophy ut the Boston meeting, which, it may 

mentioned, was revived after a lapse of 
twenty-three years. For it three nations— 
the United States of America, Canada and 
the Irish Free State—competed, and eac 
hation was represented by a team of three. 
At the end of the aid round Ireland led 
by two points, Slievenamonn, ridden by Cap- 
tain O’Dwyer, and An Craobh Ruadh, ridden 
by Captain Corry, having gone round the 
course with but four faults between them. 
Now all depended on Turoc. As this horse 
had done three rounds at Ballsbridge this 
year with only two faults, much was expected 
of it, and when Turoe, ridden by (Taptain 
Harty, cleared the first six out of nine fences, 
the Cup seemed assured for Ireland. But it 
was not to be. As Turoc approached the 
seventh fence—the triple bar—the Irish 
element in the crowd ‘‘ went mad.” There 
was a terrific outburst of cheering, hats were 
thrown into the air, and two men fell into 
the arena. Turoc jumped into the fence, and 
Ireland lost the Cup by two points. 
Iilness prevented Cuchulainn from travel- 
ling to Boston, and he jumped twice only at 
New York, winning a first prize. Finghin 
jumped three times only, and Napoleon twice, 
and other horses were indisposed towards the 
end of the tour. In the circumstances the 
Free State team's performance was very 
creditable. 
Even if the chief honours did not fall to 
Ireland, Irish horses were in the forefront 
always, as the Poland team, which was the 
most successful, was almost entirely composed 
of lIrish-bred horses, and included Redgate, 
a famous jumper in Ireland a few years ago. 
This preference for Irish horse flesh is very 
marked in America, Captain O'Dwyer told 
our representat've. 

AMERICAN HOSPITALITY. 

During their stay in America the Irish 
officers hunted with the Norfolk hounds—a 
drag hunt—and took part in a fox hunt at 
Philadelphia at the invitation of Mr. Victor 
(. Mather. A third hunt had been arranged 
for them at Boston on the day after the close 
of the Show there, but they could not remain 
for it. With four other teams, they com- 
pneted at Belmont Park, New York, in a flat 
race arranged by the American Match Book, 
and Captain Corry, who was lucky to draw 
a smart racehorse, won second prize. 
The Irish officers appreciate very much 
the kindness and hospitality shown to them 
by the National Horse Show Association and 
other bodies during their stay in New York, 
and pay tribute to the admirable manner in 
which the British Bloodstock Agency carried 
out the arrangements for the shipment of 
the horses.

LADY ANKARET JACKSON 
FINED. 
— 
PULLED COMMUNICATION 
CORD ON IRISH MAIL. 


The Holyhead magistrates heard yesterday 


a summons against Lady Ankaret Jackson, of 
Strand-on-the-Green, Kew, London, at the 
instance of Detective Inspector Coates, 


L.M.S. Railway Company, alleging that she 
wilfully pulled the communication cord on 
the Irish mail from Holyhead on October 1. 

Mr.. T. R.: Evans, solicitor, prosecuting, 
said that Lady Ankaret Jackson had crossed 
from Ireland. She had reserved a third-class 
sleeper on the train, and was told by the 


assistant stationmaster that she had ample 


time to go to her compartment and to return 
for her luggage, which was in the Customs 
enclosure. Her luggage was not claimed, and 
an official was sent asking her to claim it and 
make the necessary declaration. She was 
abusive and used very strong language. The 
train left, and later she pulled the com 
munication cord. 

The guard stated that as the result of 
Lady Ankatet's action the train was delayed 
for twenty-five minutes. She told him that 
she pulled the communication cord, saying 
that her luggage had been left behind at 
Holyhead. 

Detective Inspector Ernest Daw, Euston, 
said that he called upon Lady Ankaret. She 
denied having used the language attributed to 
her. The Gustoms man, she said, did not 
tell her to wait. She saw her luggage on the 
platform as the train was leaving. She 
pulled the chain, and considered that it was 
not an improper use. 

Ladv Ankaret Jackson did not appear in 
court, but sent a statement, in which occurred 
the sentence: *‘ My defence is that the nse | 
made of it is a very proper one in view of 
nerligence of the railway servants from which 
[ have snffered.”'

We are accustomed to the axiom that 
a man may be known by the company 
which he keeps. Now a report, issued by 
the Economic Section of the Empire 
Marketing Board, suggests that we may 
know him by the cheese which he eats. 
According to the Board, which, naturally, 
is concerned mainly with Empire cheeses, 
it,seems that a fondness for Cheshire is 
a mark of social distinction. It is stocked, 
says the report gravely, in residential 
areas, and the demand for it is “ small 
and select."’ ‘‘ The same,” we are told, 
‘‘is true of Stiltén.’’ Cheddar, however, 
is the popular taste—in fact, the ordinaire 
of cheeses. For some reason cheese has 
failed to secure its proper place in the 
hierarchy of gastronomics, and by some 
freak of national humour its very name 
has come to possess an clement of the 
comic. Probably it is for this reason that 
the uninitiated do not sit down te 
“digcuss” a Stilton or a Wensleydale 
with the same reverence that, although 
ignorant, they would accord to a Léoville- 
Poyferrets or a Clos de VYeugeot. Yet it 
is arguable that cheese deserves a higher 
place even than wine in the esteem of the 
world. It is the food alike of prince and 
peasant, and demands a nice elegance of 
palate if-it is to be appreciated truly. 
Only in its appearance does it yield to 
the grape, and we must confess that a 
cheese, however garbed, .is an unsightly 
object. Nevertheless, there is a certain 
grandeur in the preparing of a Stilton 
for the Christmas table, and many a 
weary hour may be whiled away in earnest 
discussion whether it is better to pour a 
glass of port into it or to encircle it 
with a napkin soaked in beer. ‘Indeed, 
this ‘‘decanting’”’ of a cheese necessitates 
far more skill than. is required to open 
a bottle of champagné, The Marketing 
Board's report further indicates that 
“the demand for the matured product 
of stronger flavour is on the increase,” 
and we rejoice to learn that the public

PENSIONS ACTS 
CHANGES. 


BILL INTRODUCED 
IN THE DAIL. 


REMOVAL OF CERTAIN 
DISQUALIFLICATIONS,

A bill to repeal several sections ef, and 
otherwise amend, the Old Age Pensions 
Acts, 1908 to 1928, and the Blind Persons 
Act, 1920, was introduced in the Dail 
yesterday by three Fianna Fail members, 
Dr. Ward, Messrs. T, O’ Reilly and S. T. 
O'Kelly. 

The bill seeks to repeal paragraph TD 
of Sub-section 1 of Section 2 of the Act of 
1911, which states that, in calculating 
the means of any claimant, account shall 


be taken of the annual value of any 
benefit or privilege enjoyed by the 
orson. 


The object is that no claimant: shall 
sufier in the application for the pension 
by reason of the fact that he, or she, has 
small means, by right or charity. 
Another section which it is proposed to 
repeal is that dealing with the retention 
of a pension by a person admitted to a 
workhouse or Poor Law institution. The 
proposal in this connection is that the 
person shall retain the pension while in 
the institution, but that it shall be used 
in the maintenance of that person in the 
institution. 


FOR MARRIED PEOPLE. 


That the death of one of a married 
coupie shall not work to the disadvantage 
of the survivor, as, I understand, it does 
often, is another alteration proposed to 
be made. 

An amendment in the basis of calcula- 
tion of the capital value.of any property 
held is to be made. fixing the calculation 
at cne-twentieth of the capital value, 
instead of at one-tenth, which is opera- 
tive Inder the Act of 1924. . 

Under the present Jaw, if a person 
assigns property away, that person, if he, 
or she. makes an application for a pen- 
sion within three years of the date of 
assignment, is debarred from recetving 4 
pension. ee 
The amendment proposed to this 1s, 
that at the expiration of the three years 
that person will become entitled to a 
pension, regardless of the date on which 
application had been made. ‘Several 
other amendments to the existing law 
are contained in the new bill, which will 
be circulated in a few days.

ALLIED CEMENT MANUFACTURERS. 

The following statement was issucd last 
night by Allied Cement Manufacturers,

“The directors of the Allied Cement 
Manufacturers, Ltd., have learned that 
Mr. H. 8, Horne has been compelled to 
apply for a receiving order in relation to 
his affairs, which necessitates his resig- 
nation of his position as a director of the 
Allied Cement Manufacturers, Ltd., and 
its subsidiaries.

HOUSING IN TH 
GAELTACHT. 
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THE GOVERNMENT'S 

PLANS. 
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SLUMS AROUND CAPE

“The people in the Gaeltacht are 


nobody s cliidren,’”’ said Mr. Fionan 
Lynch, Minister for Lands and Fisheries, in 
Dail Eireann vesterday; “ for. generations 
they have been down trodden, abandoned 
and forgottes.’’ Bat there ate good. times 
coming. Like, a fairy godmother, “the 
Minister has .introduced. the Housing 
(Gaeltacht) Bill, which seeks to set aside 
quarter vf a million pounds to build 
decent dwellings for these Celtic 
Cinderellas. 

It is estimate] that standard houses can 
be erected for 218C, consisting of a kitchen 
and three bedrooms. The small holders 
will receive £50 as a grant, £80 as a 
loan, to be repaid over a period. of 
thirty-five years, and will provide £20 
themselves. 

There wonld also be a £40 grant and 
equivalent loan for improvement of exist- 
ling hotises. Much of the actual’ building 
could be carried out by the recipients of 
the grants, who could, if they liked, pur- 
chase the materials through the agency 
of the department. “They will not be sub- 
ject to increased rates for a period of 
twenty years. lJiouseholds in which sani- 
tation was at its worst and conditions 
lowest would have prior claim. Moreover, 
there would be subsidised hen houses. 

The Minister frankly admitted that the 
amount of the loans which he expected to 
be repaid would be ‘‘ negligible.”’ 

CAPE CLEAR SLUMS. 

Deputy Jasper Wolfe agreed. that sit 
was an excellent thing to “hold out a 
helping hand to these people unable to 
express themselves in the language of the 
majority of their countrymen.’ . The 
slums of Dublin were palaces~ compared 
with the slums of his. own constituency, 
Cape Clear, in West Cork, which con- 
tained houses which baffle description. 

They were “ dealing with people broke 
to'.the world and living like dogs. 
These people without capital could pro- 
vide their own labour and much of 
their own materials, such as stones. 
Thus a house could. be put up 
for £160 which would otherwise cost 
£300 or £4C0. Every man Jack would 
speak. Trish if he knew he could get a 
house out of it. The Irish spoken in Cape 
Clear was rather different from that 
spoken elsewhere. His constituents always 
discussed the Minister for Lands and 
Fisheries in that. tongue. 

Deputy Carney was enraged with the 
bill. Conditions of living im the Gaeltacht 
were deplorable. The Government was 
going to do something to improve them.

In an editorial article The Times of to- 
day observes:—Yesterday the Chinese 
representative in .Geneva ¢alled on the 
Secretary-General of the League of 
Nations, and the purpose of his visit was a 
discreet one.

pute with Soviet’ Russia, but he is under- 
stood to have discussed the possibility of 
making sich an appeal, and‘he wanted té 
be fully informed as to the most suitable 
manner of lodging it.. What answer Sir 
Eric Drummond returned, or what atti- 
tude he assumed is not precisely disclosed, 
and, indeed, apart from ‘giving the ‘actual 
|information desired, he, obviously could 

not properly in his official capacity offer 
anything in the nature of advice. 

After referring to the seizure by the 
Chinese authorities in Manchuria last 
summer of the properties of their Russian 
partners in the management of the rail- 
way, The Times proceeds:—This drastic 
procedure could hardly be said: to accord 
with the spirit of the Kellogg Pact, or, 
indeed, with the létter of it; for in its 
second article the contractin parties agree 
that the setflemerit ‘of all disputes, of 
whatever nature or origin they may be, 
“shall never be songht except by pacific 


means.” The retaliation of Soviet Russia 
has.’ no doubt; been an even more 
flagrant violation of the Pact. She has 


simply made war without declaring it.

MANCHURIA. 


The Times Feking Correspondent icle- 
graphed yesterday :—China will denounce, on 
january 1, the extra-territoriality clauses oi 
the treaties made with foreign Powers.

State which disregards written engagements. 

In .1928 China denounced her commercial 
treaty with Japan, which included among 1s 


terms ‘clauses ree Japan's extra-terri- 
torial rights. ' Japan refused to accept the 
denunciation, and China has not. venture 


since to treat this instrument as: moperative. 
Yet she now proposes to do to all that whien 
has uot profited her when done to a single 
Power. ‘The logic of the contemplated step 
‘herefore, is not apparent unless China has 
coine to believe that collectively the Powers 
are less formidable than one alone. Consider 
ing the contusion that reigus in this country, 
and considering that no modern judicial system 
is in operation, and that such a system can 
not be established without years of patient 
preparation, it is obvious that China cannot 
effectively assume legal responsibility for the 


claim to be able to do so.

by the Royal Commission on awards 
to inventors yesterday. 

The claimant stated that he saw 
a Zeppelin destroyed by his inven- 
tion during an attack on: London. 

Captain Le Prieur, the clatmant, was 
stated to have been awarded for his war 
services several decorations, including the 
British Military Cross. 

Mr. Herbert Malone, who appeared for 
him, said that no profit of any kind 
accrued to him by reason of his inventions 
because he was an ordinary serving naval 
officer.

breach was provided by the rule itself. Each 
of the rules, it had been argued, dealt with 
racing; mention was made in each of the 
Stewards of the Turf Club. Trainers, jockeys, 
and the Keep>r of the Match Book, and 
powers of fining were to be found in each, 
and, therefore, they were to be read as one 
code. If the framers of the rules had so 
intended, they cculd easily have said so, but 
they did not, and they would scarcely have 
commenced the Rules of Racing with an inter- 
pretation clause, which, if applied to thé 
Rules and Orders of the Turf Club, would, 
as was pointed out during the argument, 
make nonsense of the latter. So little did the 
framers of the rules believe that the two sets 
of rules formed one code that they thought 
it necessary to confer all over again by the 
Rules of Racing, upon the Stewards of the 
Turf Club, powers of adjudication upon dis- 
putes arising out of racing at the Curragh 
similar to those which the Stewards already 

sessed under the Rules and Orders of the 
Turf Club. 

It seemed clear to the Court that the power 
of fine conferred upon the Stewards of the 
Turf Club bv Rule 16 of the Rules of Racing 
was confined to breaches of the rules, and 
did not extend to breaches of the Rules and 
Orders of the Turf Club, save when it was 
expressly incorporated in these rnies or was 
imported in respect of racing at Curragh 
meetings. and, therefore, that in so far as the 
defendants imposed a fine upon the plaiutiff 
under the «uthority conferred by that rule, 
they acted without jurisdiction; for the 
omission to make a true ‘return under Rule 25 
of the Rules sad (rders of the Turf Club was 
not a”breach óf any Rule of Racing to which 
the Court had been referred. 

A FURTHER ARGUMENT. 

But there was a further argument, founded 
upon Rule 12 of the Rules and Orders of the 
Turf Club, or rather upon that detached 
section of the Rule which was set out in the 
defence; that was its most material context. 
Mr. Jellett contended that that rule conferred 
upon the Stewards the power to decide any 
matter of which they undertook the decision, 
and that their decision, however erroneous, 
and whether it be upon a matter which went 
to their jurisdiction or not, could not be 
nn máil in any court of law. Examination 
of this Rule itself showed that the framers 
of it never intended to arrogate to the 
Stewards of the Turf Ciub a power so auto- 
cratic and tremendous. It was as plain as 
words could make it that “‘the decision of 
the Stewards ” in the part of the Rule set out 
at length was the decision upon a “ dispute, 
claim or objection relative to racing at the 
Curragh,’’ and in arriving at that decision 
they were given absolute control for the inter- 
pretation, construction and effect of the Rules 
of Racing and of the other matters incidental 
to the decision of the particular dispute, 
claim or objection relative to racing at the 
Curragh. That the Rule was always intended 
to be, and was regarded as being, confined 
to disputes about racing at the Curragh, and 
was not intended or believed to have the 
universal application for which Mr. Jellett 
contended was demonstrated by the very next 
Rule. 
Having referred to other rules, Mr. Justice 
FitzGibbon said that it followed that Rule 12 
did not extend to decisions—if one was ever 
made—upon the interpretation of Rule 25, 
which related to fees payable by owners and 
trainers for the privilege of training or exer- 
cising their horses upon the lands belonging 
to or controlled by the Turf Club. Unless 
the plaintiff was bound by contract to submit 
to the jurisdiction of the Stewards in these 
matters, neither the defendants nor the Turf 
Club could bind him by Rules to which he 
had not consented. The doctrine, so called, 
of ultra vires had no application to Jegisla- 
tion such as this. Members of a society 
could agree to bind themselves to any rule 
they chose to make so long as the rules did 
not contravene the laws of the land.

ENNISKILLEN, Wednesday. 

Some remarkable statements were made at 
& special meeting of Enniskillen Board of 
Guardians, summoned yesterday for the pur- 
pose of considering a report of the Ministry 
upon the period of probation of the Clerk, Mr. 

. Gregg, who had been promoted from the 
workhouse mastership, and also upon Mr. J. 
Brown, the new master, who had been a 
bank official, and had to resign owing to ill- 
health, 

The Ministry's letter stated that the 
Inspector was not satisfied that Mr. Brown 
war suited for this responsible sition. 
While in some respects he was a ised officer, 
being well educated and fully competent to 
do clerical work, he did not appear to be 
able to maintain proper discipline among the 
staff and inmates. As the maintenance of 
order and discipline in a | workhouse 
was one of the most important duties 
of a master, the inability of the master 
in this respect was a serious disadvan- 
tage and defect, and, as there was little 
likelihood of improvement in this respect. the 
Ministry felt that it would be impossible 
that he should be permitted to retain the 
post. 

Regarding the appointment of Mr. Gregg 
as Clerk, the Ministry stated that the reports 
received from the Ministry's Inspector and 
Auditor made it plain that there had been 
no improvement in the position since the 
matter had been previously under considera- 
tion, and that Mr. Gregg would never be cap- 
able of filling the position. He was reported 
to be quite incapable of keeping the Nuala 
and to be dependent on Mr. Ross, the 
Assistant Clerk for getting his work done. 
Although Mr. Gregg’s probationary period 
did not expire till the middle of December, 
the Ministry thought it well to state at once 
that there was no prospect of Mr. Gregg’s 
ermanent appointment being sanctioned. 
Chis decision also applied to Mr. Gregg’s 
appomtment as Clerk to the Rural District 
Council. 

Major Brush, Inspector, said that he had 
little to add to what he had already told the 
board on the last day. The auditor’s reports 
to the Ministry about the Clerk were not 
satisfactory. The Clerk informed him that 
he would not be able to carry on for more 
than a fortnight without the help of Mr. 
Ross. As regards tle “Master, he had no 
thing against him, excépt that he was not 
quite the sort of man to maintain discipline 
in a large house like this, which would be 
getting larger. 

CLERK AND THE INSPECTOR. 

Mr. Smith asked for the auditor’s report. 

The Clerk said that he had the report, and 
read it, and it was purely a formal one, and 
made no reference to the Clerk or his work. 

Continuing, the Clerk said that when the 
Ministry’s letter came before the board on 
that day’ two weeks, for the first time, he 
wrote to the Ministry of Home Affairs in 
Belfast submitting that he was entitled to 
copies of the unfavourable reports received 
from the Inspector and Auditor referred to 
in the Ministry’s letter of 17th June last, 
and copies of reports received since then 
from the Auditor and Inspector referred to 
in their last letter. In reply, the Ministry 
wrote refusing to supply the copies, as the 
reports from these officials ‘‘ are confidential 
and for the mformation of the Ministry, and 
it would be entirely contrary to the practice 
of many years’ standing for the Ministry to 
send copies of such reports to local officials.”’ 

The Clerk said that the only report that he 
or the board received was the formal report 
of the auditor, which he had just read. The 
auditor had never been there but once sinve 
he had been appointed clerk, and his report 
as he read it, was purely formal. As to the 
inspector’s statement that he had stated that 
he could not carry on for more than a fort 
night without the help of the assistant 
clerk—that statement was absolutely untrue. 
He never said such a thing, and it was a 
serious thing for bim to say so to an inspec- 
tor, but he must state the truth, So far as 
the inspector was concerned he never went 
through his books with him since he had 
been appointed clerk. His last report as in- 
spector was in January last, and then he 
did not know much about his work by that 
time. No letters had ever been written by 
the Ministry, finding fault with his work 
during the whole period of his probation. 
He thought that when a man was accused it 
was little enough to be told what he had 
done wrong, or, at least, the Board should 
be informed, and that had not been done— 
at least to his knowledge. 

Major Brush called Mr. Ross before the 
Board, and asked him did he not hear him 
ask Mr. Gregg could he not carry on, and 
his reply that he could not for more than a 
fortnight. 

Mr. Ross said that he did not hear the 
question, but later Mr. Gregg told him that 
he would not like to carry on without his 
help.

PROCESSION DISPERSED 


BY THE POLICE,

Between six and seven hundred of the 
uuemployed in Dublin attempted to march 
on Leinster House yesterday, when the mem- 
bers of the Dail and Senate were assembling 
for the day's bus‘ness, but they were met 
by strong bodies of the police, and did not 
succeed in getting beyond the Dawson street 
end of Molesworth street, when they were 
i speLseil, 

As on the occasion of the previous march, 
three weeks ago, notice of the men’s inteution 
“as given to the police, who made arrange- 
ments to prevent anything in the nature of 
the demonstration near Leinster House. 

Shortly after two o'clock the procession 
was formed in Capel street, near the head- 
quarters of the unemployed, and, carrying 
ags, they marched off in the direction of 
Kildare street. Police cordons had been 
nested across the top and bottom of Kildare 
street, at both ends of Molesworth street, 
and at South Frederick street, and another 
body of the Guards accompanied the 
marchers 

When the head of the procession reached 
the Dawson street end of Molesworth street 
‘he march came to an abrupt. termination. 
The men were informed that they could not 
sroceed any farther in that direction; and 
vhen a number of plain clothes constables 
advanced towards them the process'on broke 
up, a portion of the, erowd going down 
towards Nassau street, others disappearing 
along Duke street. 

It was stated that some stones were thrown 
from the direction of Duke street, and people 
who lad gathered in Dawson street to watch 
the demonstrators sought refuge in the 
houses, fearing a baton charge. A couple of 
people were knocked down in the rush of the 
crowd, but no one was seriously injured. 

The whole affair lasted only a few minutes, 
but the police cordons held the streets for the 
remainder of the evening. i 
Afterwards a number of the men, carrying 
their flags, marched in a body to the top of 
Gloucester street, where a meeting was held, 
and speeches were made by the léaders.

Countries. In effect the result of the agree- 
ment had been that Canada obtained about

“reat Britain, with the United States taking

RECORD OF PROGRESS. 


The Vice-Chancellor of Queen's University 
(Dr. A. W. Livingstone), in his annual report 
to the Senate. yesterday, stated:—On 
October ál the Senate appointed in 1924 
went out of office: Its term saw the num- 
bers of our students increase from 1,169 to 
1,353; the voting of annual grants to the 
University by the Borough Council of Belfast 
and by the six County Councils of Ulster, 
and the addition of representatives of these 
Councils to the Senate; the erection of the 
agricultural building and the creation of a 
new Women Siudents’ Hall; the conversion 


of the Ulster Volunteer Force Hospital build- 
ing into classrooms and laboratories ; the pro- 


vision of accommodation in the Library for 


about 100,000 more volumes; extensive jm- 
provements in the athletic grounds at 
Cherryvale. 


Also the creation of the Theological 


Faculty and the reorganisation of the Law 
Faculty in connection with the Inns of Court 
of Northern Ireland; an addition of £500 
per annum to Library giant; the institution 
of pensions for full-time lecturers; the 
creation of aresearch fund and of a buildings 
and land purchase fund; the conversion of 
two lectureships into professorships, and the 
creation of the following vew teaching posts: 


Five lectureships and five part-time lecture. 


ships, six assistantships and two part-time 
assistantships, besides the addition of three 
lectureships and. six assistanthips in the 
Agricultural Department, whose salaries do 
not fall-on the University. : 


In spite of the outlay necessitated by these 


developments, the deficit of £5,491, with 
which the year 1925 closed, has heen con- 
verted into a modest surplus of £115.
